Zapruder sold the film to Life 
magazine shortly after the 
assassination for only $150,000. 
The Zapruder family bought it 
back from Life in 1975 for 
$1 million. (They charge about 
$30,000 for each commercial use 
of same.) 

I suppose researchers believe 
the film now belongs in the public 
domain. But the Zapruder family 
suffered quite a bit over this all- 
but-aecidental footage that 
became so important to the 
Kennedy murder story. First, 
they were rousted about by the 
FBI when the feds seized the
